A new insu rance adv iso r fo r the 
Go lden Gate bridg e mu st do a sell­ 
ing jo b to g et mo re insu rance fo r 
the entire area. 
Tho se po ints were made to day by 
o ne o f a g ro u p o f applicants fo r the 
po st o f bridg e insu rance adv iso r v a­ 
cated fo llo wing indictment and rev o ­ 
catio n o f the state insu rance license 
o f Charles P. Ru g g les. 
TITIFULLY SMALL* 
Dav id H. Walker, speaking fo r 
the firms o f Dav id H. Walker co m­ 
pany and Campbell-Okeli and co m­ 
pany which wo u ld be asso ciated in 
the bridg e insu rance adv iso r, capa­ 
city , to ld the co mbined finance and 
insu rance co mmittees o f the bridg e 
directo rate to day that the Gdftlen 
Gate span’s $14 millio n insu rance 
is “pitifu lly small.”

MENARD, HI. <U.R)—All seven of 
the Menard state prison guards held 
since Monday as hostages in revolt* 
torn east cell house were released 
safely today after state police rushed 
the building under the personal di­ 
rection of Illinois Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 
Between 100 and 200 troopers, 
most of them armed witl\ riot guns, 
entered the building apparently to 
quell a riot which broke out with 
the seizure of the guards as hos­ 
tages. 
At least two shots, apparently gas 
cartridges, were fired within the 
building and the reports could be 
heard by a reporter overlooking the 
cell house. 
DIRECTED FROM YARD 
Stevensjpn apparently did not en­ 
ter the cell house, but directed the 
operation from the yard outside. 
Michael F. Seyfrit, director of public 
safety, told the hungry prisoners 
that since they refused to negotiate^ 
across the table: 
“We are going into the cells with 
state police armed with guns and 
with whatever force necessary to 
restore order.” 
Stevenson, who broke off his cam­ 
paign for the presidency last night 
to take personal command of the 
operation, was grim-faced but cool 
after many hours of conferences 
with state and prison officials.

Representativ es o f mo re than 100 
Marin co unty o rganizatio ns cro wded 
into the art lecture ro o m at Co llege 
o f Marin Wednesday night to hear 
an appeal fo r co mmunity suppo rt 
fo r the establishment o f a child 
guidance clinic in Marin co unty . 
The meeting was spo nso red jo int­ 
ly by the Marin Mental Health so ­ 
ciety and the Child Guidance Clinic 
co mmittee. 
The audience numbered mo re than 
2 00 fro m all walks o f life. 
The speakers who presented the 
sy mpo sium were Mrs. Esther Whit­ 
man, directo r o f guidance fo r the 
co unty 
scho o l 
department; 
Miss 
Betty Presley , directo r o f co unty 
welfare; Walter Busher, co unty pro ­ 
batio n o fficer; Dr. Clarice Hay lett, 
directo r o f the health department; 
and Ro bert DeVries, directo r o f 
Sunny Hills. Brad Bay liss, ex ecutiv e 
directo r o f Marin YMCA, co nducted 
the fo rum. Miss Presley , who spo ke 
first, stated that while the child 
welfare wo rkers in her agency at­ 
tempt to ease the fears and tensio ns 
which children feel, there is a limit 
to their skills. So me children pre­ 
sent pro blems to the so cial wo rker 
which require greater kno wledge o f 
technical psy chiatric principles than 
the wo rker is equipped with. These 
children, said Miss Presley wo uld 
pro fit greatly if there were a child 
guidance clinic with specialists to 
which the tro ubled y o ungster co uld 
be referred. 


PROBATION DEPT. KNOWS 
Busher stated that “ with the ex ­ 
ceptio n o f San Quentin priso n and 
the 
Califo rnia 
Yo uth 
Autho rity , 
there is no so cial agency o perating 
in Marin that is in a better po si­ 
tio n to see the co mpelling need fo r 
mental health guidance fo r children 
than is the pro batio n department.” 
The prev entiv e aspect o f child guid­ 
ance is its mo st impo rtant functio n, 
Busher stated. 
That the educatio n o f the co m­ 
munity o n mental health matters is 
o ne o f the v ital functio ns o f a child 
guidance clinic, was a po int empha­ 
sized by Mrs. Whitman. She stated 
that such a clinic sho uld act as the 
hub o f mental health facilities in 
the co mmunity and supply co nsul­ 
tativ e serv ices to o ther agencies, as­ 
sisting in t*\e understanding and 
treatment o f mental health pro b­ 
lems. 
Dr. Hay lett stated that there are 
pro bably 1 5 0 children no w being 
co ntacted by health 
department 
nurses end do cto rs who are in need 
o f so me degree o f skilled help with 
their emo tio nal pro blems. 


INSTITUTIONAL NEEDS 
Children fro m bro ken ho mes who 


liv e In institutio ns, no matter ho w 
kindly and warmly they are treated, 
frequently 
dev elo p 
tensio ns 
and 
strains which upset their no rmal 
emo tio nal dev elo pment, acco rding to 
Dr. De Vries. “ Children need their 
ho me,** he said. As a result Sunny 
Hills is o ften faced with the pro blem 
o f dealing with disturbed and un­ 
happy children lo r which there is 
no 
treatment 
av ailable 
in 
the 
co unty . 
Mrs. Peter Yarish, past cnairman 
o f the clinic co mmittee, .wo und up 
the pro gram with an ex planatio n 
o f financing pro blems and an ap­ 
peal fo r pledges o f financial suppo rt 
fro m all the represented agencies. 
Appro x imately $35 ,000 is needed, 
Mrs. Yarish said. Of this amo unt it 


is ho ped that $5 .000 o r mo re will 
be fo rthco ming fro m the federal 
go v ernment under the mental health 
act, $1 0,000. fro m priv ate subscrip­ 
tio ns, $3,5 00 fro m fees paid in the 
clinic, and the balance o f $1 6 ,5 00 
fro m co unty tax funds.

Fred Cole Makes 
Leather Gifts

Fifteen major surg ical operations 
and hospitalization more times than 
he ean remember have not beaten 
the spirit of Fred B. Cole» 56, 43 
Durham road, San Anselmo, in the 
past 35 y ears. 
Cole’s case is a g ood example of 
the line “—hope spring s eternal in 
the human breast—,** from “Essay 
on Man,’* by Alexander Pope. 
Trouble started for him A World 
War I when he was a machinist’s 
mate in the Navy on the battle­ 
ship Ark ansas. He was using a 
pneumatic hammer with an air hose 
connection when the line parted at 
a weak spot under the hig h air 
pressure. The brok en end of the hose 
Whipped around and hit Cole on 
the hip causing a bad bruise. 


STARTED WITH BRUISE 
Actually the bruise was not dis­ 
abling , but afterward, the condition 
of his 
h e a l t h has completely 
disabled him seve:al times and doc­ 
tors attribute the cause to the 
bruise on the hip. He Was a wheel 
chair which he has used intermit­ 
tently for many y ears. 
He did telephone work from his 
home in the recent Community 
Chest drive. In 1945-46 he work ed 
on roads and bridg es here as as­ 
sistant county eng ineer. He has had+ex pects

At the time Cole left the Navy in 
1917 , hope was lost for him ever 
walk ing or speak ing ag ain. He had 
severe arthritis and paraly zed, vocal 
cords, and was g iven a medical dis­ 
charg e with full disability pay ments. 
He reg ained his speech by mas­ 
sag ing his neck and vocal cords and 
after continuous treatments and 
rest, walk ed and was active ag ain. 


STUDIED AFTER WAR 
After World War £ only the 
wounded and disabled received edu­ 
cation expenses from the g overn­ 
ment. Cole attended the University 
of Montana, went to the Dunwoody 
Institute in Minnesota and g radu­ 
ated with a deg ree in mechanical 
•ng tneering , then attended the Uni­ 
versity of Detroit.

Ha does fancy leather work , 
mak ing such useful objects as wo­ 
men’s purses, billfolds, belts, coin 
purses, leather covered hassock s 
and other items. He never sells any 
of the thing s he mak es but g ives 
many to friends or relatives as

NRRDNT EXPECT MACHINE 
POLITICS HERE 


In any anly sis of the California voting pic­ 
ture, one of the most important factors is our 
tradition of independent voting. I don’t think 
the advocates of cross-filing can truly say that 
we will stop voting independently , or that we 
will have bosses and political machines if we 
abolish cross-filing. 


Where there are bosses and political ma­ 
chines, there must be patronage to support the 
machine. 


We need hardly expect that sort of situation 
In California. We have had patronage drop to 
the vanishing point under the merit sy stem. 


FOUK REASONS TO REPEAL CROSS-FILING 


The report of the section presents a number 
of Arguments against cross-filing. The four most 
important, I think, are the serious weakening of 
the responsible two-party sy stem, destruction of 
the direct primary , perpetuation of incumbents 
in office, and the fact that it keeps new blood 
out of our political sy stem. 


Even though many people don’t like party 
politics, to run a democratic government of 
160,000,000 people y ou must have a two-party 
sy stem. It is the only ssSem so far discovered 
whereby self-government may be perpetuated. 


ONE PARTY SYSTEM A STEF 
TOWARD TOTALITARIANISM * 


The simile party sy stem is characteristic of 
every modem dictatorship. You are familiar with 
the multi- party sy stems of France and Italy . 
The result is weakness and chaos and the 
terrible danger of loss of self-government. 


The two-party sy stem has weaknesses, of 
course. But the voter has the opportunity of 
throwing the rascals out when things get tough. 
That opportunity does not ex ist under a non­ 
partisan sy stem where the ties between elected 
officials and the influences behind them cannot 
be seen by the voters. 


NOTHING DONE UNDER 
NON-PARTISANSHIP 


Very recently we have seen a reform move­ 
ment. We have seen a revolt evidenced in states, 
and those cities having a two-party sy stem, by 
elections which have replaced the bosses with 
reform candidates. 
9 
In California, we have had the Philbrick re­ 
port and the Colliers expose; “ I am the Governor 
of the Legislature; to hell with the Governor 
of California.” We have had the Kefauver re­ 
port. If we read any of these, we know that 
things are not right in this state. Yet the non­ 
partisan dub in Sacramento is not taking any 
action about it. 


IN J UNE SHOULD PICK CANDIDATES 


At the J une primaries, we should be picking 
candidates and not electing officials. Yet some 
ninety -two percent of all incumbents who run 
for office are elected in the primary . These may 
be good men—-but not that good. 


INDEPENDENT VOTER DISENFRANCHISED 
BY CROSS-FILING 


We take a lot of pride in California’s inde­ 
pendent voting. Probably the most independent 
voter of all is he who declines to state his party , 
but this man is now practically disenfranchised. 
If wa want his voice heard, we have to do away 
with cross-filing because some seventy to eighty 
percent of all elections are decided in the 
primary —when the true independent voter does 
not have a vote on any partisan office. 


LETS FIND OUT WHO IS THE BEST MAN 


I believe in voting for the best man. but the 
time to make the final decision is not in Ju n e, 
but in November when we have a choice between

feet. I t pays off in b eau ty divi­ 
dends not only a t the feet b u t in 
the face as well. 
You can t look pretty if feet and 
legs are tired from overwork, b e­ 
lieves b allet dancer Pau la Lloyd 
of the Ballet Theatre. Says she: 
“Faithfu l care is what a b allet 
dancer’s feet requ ire. After all it 
Is ou r b u siness to keep ou r limb s 
u p to par. After a day of class, 
rehearsal or performance a regu ­ 
lar rou tine of foot care mu st b e 
performed to keep u p good foot­ 
work." 
Miss Lloyd thinks that any girl 
yho spends a good deal of the 
day on her feet in any Job cou ld 
take a leaf from the b allet dancer’s 
noteb ook to help keep her limb s 
relaxed. 
After a session of dancing Miss 
Lloyd warms u p her feet with 
series of little exercises. The main 
idea, she says, is to keep the 
mu scles warm so that they do no ;

Thomas told of the splendid work 
done b y Catholic Social Service, the 
Sisters of Social Service and Its 
au xiliary in Marin cou nty. The 
sisters aid people of all races and 
creeds. They go Into homes to care 
for those who are ill and poor. 
Knowing that a good home is the 
b est place to rear a child, the sis­ 
ters try to keep families together b y 
providing financial and other as­ 
sistance. The memb ers of the Social 
Service Au xiliary work with the 
sisters and also operate a motor 
corps to transport patients to hos­ 
pitals and doctors’ offices for med­ 
ical care and treatment. They man­ 
age a Toy Shop where discarded 
toys are reconditioned for distrib u 
tion to poor children. The memb ers 
raise money throu gh b enefits to 
raise fu nds for the philanthropic 
work. 
Thomas said that as Catholic 
Social Service receives money for its 
work from the Conilnu nity Chest, 
everyone interested in improving 
conditions of u nfortu nates, shou lc 
give fu ll su pport to the chest. He 
x>inted ou t that the social service 
agency has fu ll cooperation of other 
Marin agencies, the prob ation office 
and the cou rts in protecting the 
interests of minors and parents. The 
speaker conclu ded b y saying that 
while the cou nty has many ad­ 
vantages, geographic, economic, ed­ 
u cational and agricu ltu ral, there are 
still many social prob lems to b e 
solved. 
Father Doyle, whose mother is a 
1 Marin resident, said the cou nty 
wou ld always b e “home” to' him. He 
expressed the appreciation for the 
friendliness shown b y other welfare 
organizations to the Catholic Social 
Service and of the consideration 
given b y the cou nty officials and 
ju dges du ring the fou r years he has 
b een here. 


Plans for the expansion of Cath­ 
olic Social Service work were ou t­ 
lined b y Father Doyle. He pointed 
ou t tha t b ecau se San Joaqu in cou nty 
had previou sly b een inclu ded with 
Marin and Solano cou nties u nder 
one directorship, now with the geo­ 
graphical area less, the work pro- 
l ram can b e speeded here.

YOUR HEALTH 
Abnormal Fears Usually Stem 
From Some Emotional Conflict 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 


*Fear is one of the most import­ 
ant emotions we hav e. Under nor­ 
mal conditions of liv ing we can 
control our fears and make them 
work for us. In fact, a person with 
no'fear at all would be abnormal 
and at a disadv antage. 
Phobias are a different story . A 
phobia is an abnormal fear that 
has no rational basis and is often 
more or less constant. Often the 
persdn with this ty pe of fear ad­ 
mits there is really nothing to be 
afraid of, but cannot do any thing 
about it. 


MAT BE A HANDICAP 
A sev ere phobia can put a per­ 
son at « great disadv antage and 
take much pleasure from life. On 
the other hand, many p e op l e 
hav e slight phobias of one sort or 
another, and they do not seem , to 
be great handicaps. 
A good ex ample of an abnormal 
fear is seen in the y oung child who 
has a dread of the . doctor. This is 
known as ny ctophobia, and usually 
passes as the child becomes older. 
Abnormal phobias which are v ery 
common in women are fear of lice 
and of animals. Some people with 
a fear of germs go around wiping

Also abnormal is acro­ 
phobia, the fear of b e i n g at a 
height — ev en a moderate on like 
a ladder pr a second story window. 
Many hav e fears of starting fires, 
known as py rophobia. There are 
al*o abnormal fears of pain and 
dirt, and ev en a fear of hav ing pho­ 
bias, known as phobophobia. Fear 
of death is also abnormal when it 
is constantly on the mind. 
MENTAL CONFLICT 
Many times these abnormal fears 
hav e a definite relationship to a 
mental conflict. Usually discussion 
with* a psy chiatrist, or ev en talking 
out the matter with one’s personal 
phy sician, will uncov er the cause 
of the conflict, and this may be 
enough to start the phobia on the 
way out. 
Many times financial, emotional, 
or sex ual conflicts are the basis 
for phobias, and when the cause for 
the anx iety is discov ered, the pho­ 
bia disappears. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
P. G.: I hav e heard » that they 
are using iodine in the raido-activ e 
form to treat certain diseases. Can 
y ou tell me something about it? 
Answer: Radioactiv e iodine is now 
being used to treat people with cer­ 
tain forms of tox ic goiter; also, with 
some good success, in treating can­ 
cer of the thy roid gland.

EDI TORI AL COMMENT » 
Time For A Change, Only A 
Vote For Ike Will Bring It 


The need for a change of administration in 
Washington has never been better ex pressed 
than by Adlai Stevenson's own party, at two 
different times when the Republicans were in 
and the Democrats were out. In 1884, when the 
Republicans had been in power for 24 years, the 
Democratic platform in a declaration of “fund­ 
amental principles" that "will ever form the 
true basis of our liberties" said: 
“But it is indispensable for the practical ap­ 
plication and enforcement of these fundamental 
principles that the government should not al­ 
ways be controlled by one political party. Fre­ 
quent change of administration is as necessary 
as constant recurrence to the popular will. 
Otherwise, abuses grow, and the government, 
instead of being carried on for the general wel­ 
fare, becomes an instrumentality for imposing 
heavy burdens on the many who are governed 
for the benefit of the few who govern. Public 
servants thus become arbitrary rulers. This is 
now the condition of the country; hence a 
change is demanded." 
And twenty years ago? after the Republicans 
had been in power for It years, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, making his first bid for the presi­ 
dency, said in a speech at Portland, Maine: 


“Fo r o n e rea so n o r a n o th er, even a wisely 
led p o litica l p a rty, g iven lo n g ten u re in 
o ffice, fin a lly fa ils to exp ress th e will o f th e 
p eo p le; it cea ses to b ea n effective in stru men t 
o f g o vern men t 
. It is fa r b etter fo r th e sta te, 


th a t it sh o u ld b e releg d ted to th e ro le o j 
critic, a n d th a t th e o p p o sin g p o litica l p a rty 
sh o u ld a ssu me th e rein s o f g o vern men t” 


One of the most powerful forces in the pres­ 
ent campaign has been the Republican battle- 
cry “It’s time for a change.” Governor Steven­ 
son has been somewhat disturbed by the force 
of that battle-cry and has tried to counter it in 
two different ways; first by belittling it, and 
then by adopting it ahd saying “It’s time for a 
change to the better.” 
But President Truman has given him little 
opportunity to enlarge upon such a theme. And 
Governor Stevenson, as the campaign has pro­ 
gressed, has been adopting and supporting one 
Truman plan after another, until he has finally 
swallowed the whole Truman program. How, 
therefore, can he make a change for the better 
when he is running on the Truman record, 
which the president assured him is the only 
thing he could run on? 
The conclusion is that there can be no change 
and there will be no change if the present ad­ 
ministration is returned to power, even though 
Mr. Stevenson is in the White House inStead of 
Mr. Truman. 
In 1884 the American people thought it was 
time for a change and elected Grover Cleveland. 
In 19 32 the American people thought it was 
time for a change and elected Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. In 19 52 it is again time for a change. 
It is time to elect Dwight D. Eisenhower.

Gilliam Executed 


Today's scheduled execution of 
Henry Ford McCracken was called 
off shortly after midnight by a 
court order to San Quentin prison 
authorities to show whether the 
convicted child slayer is insane. 
Superior Judge N. Charles Brusa- 
tari Issued the last minute order, in 
response to a petition brought to his 
home by McCracken s lawyer, James 
C. Monroe of Santa Ana. 
The execution had been set for 
10 am. in the state prison gas 
chamber McCracken was convicted 
of murdering 10-year-old Patricia 
Jean Hill of Buena Park. 
Judge Brusa tori's order was an 
alternative writ of mandamus. It 
orders Warden Harley O. Teets 
either to certify McCracken insane 
—making his execution illegal—or 
to ahow why this should not be 
done at a hearing at 10 am. Nov. 
7 in Marin county Superior court, 
Associated Press reported. 
McCracken, a 34-year-old hill­ 
billy guitar player, was judged sane 
by psychiatrists and a Jury after his 
conviction in the May 19, 1951, sex 
slaying. 
The execution today was to have 
been a dual one. 
JBernard Gilliam. Fresno county 
Jayer, was pronounced dead at 
10:13 am. in the gas chamber. He 
had protested that he “did not want 
to die with a sex slayer (McCrack­ 
en) but prison officials declined to 
change the hour of Gilliam's ex­ 
ecution without a court order.

Those points were made today by 
one of a group of applicants for the 
post of bridge insurance advisor va­ 
cated following indictment and revo­ 
cation of the state insurance license 
of Charles F. Ruggles. 
•PITIFULLY SMALL* 
David H, ^Valker, speaking for 
the firms of David H. Walker com­ 
pany and CampbeU-OkeU and com­ 
pany which would be associated in 
the bridge insurance advisor, capa­ 
city, told the combined finance and 
insurance committees of the bridge 
directorate today that the Gdfclen 
Gate span’s $14 million insurance 
is “pitifully small." 
He said London underwriters re­ 
gard the replacement value of the 
bridge, completed in 1937 at a cost 
of $35 million, to be $100 million 
today. 
In November, 1936, the Bay bridge 
was completed.

Governor Directs Rescue 
Of Seven Prison Hostages 


Troopers Enter 


Illinois Prison 


To End Uprising 


MENARD, HI. <DF>—AH seven of 
the Menard state prison guards held 
since Monday as hostages in revolt- 
torn east cell house were released 
safely today after state police rushed 
the building under the personal di­ 
rection of Illinois Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 
Between 100 and 200 troopers, 
roost of them armed wltl\ riot guns, 
entered the building apparently to 
quel! a riot which broke out with 
the seizure of the guards as hos­ 
tages. 
At least two shots, apparently gaa 
cartridges, were fired within the 
building and the reports could be 
heard by a reporter overlooking the 
cell house. 
DIRECTED FROM YARD 
Stevenson apparently did not en­ 
ter the cell house, but directed the 
operation from the yard outside. 
Michael F. 8eyfrit, director of public 
safety, told the hungry prisoners 
that since they refused to negotiate- 
across the table: 
“We are going into the cells with 
state police armed with guns and 
with whatever force necessary to 
restore order." 
Stevenson, who broke off his cam* 
paign for the presidency last night 
to take personal command of the 
operation, was grim-is ced but cool 
after many hours of conferences 
with state and prison officials. 
«EMOTIONALLY UPSET* 
Dr. S. 8. Marshall, the prison den­ 
tist, said the guards “are all right. 
They are just emotionally upset.” He 
said no violence had been used and

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APPEAL POH COMMUNITY SUPPORT 
200 Told Of Marin's Need 
For Child Guidance Clinic 


aitrpmbml-lnmnl. FriJ.y, Octeb., 31, US; 


Representatives of mare tb&a 100, 
Marin county organizations crowded 
Into the art lecture room at College 
of Marin Wednesday night to hear 
an appeal for community support 
for the establishment of a child 
guidance clinic in Marin county. 
The meeting was sponsored joint­ 
ly by the Marin Mental Health so­ 
ciety and the Child Guidance Clink 
committee. 
The audience numbered more than 
200 from all walks of life. 
The speakers who presented the 
symposium were Mrs. Esther Whit­ 
man. director of guidance for the 
county school department; 
Miss 
Betty Presley, director of county 
welfare; Walter B-usher, county pro­ 
bation officer; Dr. Clarice Haylett, 
director of the health department; 
and Robert DeVries, director of 
Sunny Hills. Brad Beyliss, executive I 
director of Marin YMCA, conducted: 
the forum. Miss Presley, who spoke; 
first, stated that while the child: 
welfare workers in her agency at­ 
tempt to ease the fears and tensions 
v.hich children feel, there is a limit! 
to their skills. Some children pre­ 
sent problems to the social worker 
which require greater knowledge of 
technical psychiatric principles than 
the worker is equipped with. These 
children, said Miss Presley would1 
profit greatly if there were a child 
guidance clinic with specialists to 
which the troubled youngster could 
be referred, 


PROBATION DEPT. KNOWS 
Busher stated that “with the ex­ 
ception of San Quentin prison and 
the California Youth Authority, 
there is no social agency operating 
in Marin that is in a better posi­ 
tion to see the compelling need tor 
mental health guidance for children 
than is the probation department" 
The preventive aspect of child guid­ 
ance is its most important function. 
Busher stated. 
That the education of the com­ 
munity on mental health matters is 
one of the vital functions of a child 
guidance clinic, was a point empha­ 
sized by Mrs. Whitman. She stated 
that such a clinic should act as the 
hub of mental health facilities in 
the community and supply consul­ 
tative services to other agencies, as­ 
sisting in t' e understanding and 
treatment of mental health prob­ 
lems. 
Dr. Haylett stated that there are 
probably ISO children now being 
contacted by health department 
nurses *nd doctors who are in need 
of rome degree of skilled help with 
the r emotional problems. 


INSTITUTIONAL NEEDS 
Children from broken homes who 


live in institutions, no matter how 
kindly and warmly they are treated, 
frequently develop 
tensions and 
strains which upset their normal 
emotional development, according to 
Dr. De Vries. “Children need their 
home." he said. As a result Sunny 
Hills is often faced with the problem 
of dealing with disturbed and un­ 
happy children for which there is 
no 
treatment 
available 
in 
the 
county. 
Mis. Peter Yarish, past „at unman 
of the clink committee, .wound up 
the program with an explanation 
of financing problems and an ap­ 
peal for pledges of financial support 
from all the represented agencies. 
Approximately $35,000 is needed, 
Mrs. Yarish said. Of this amount it 


is hoped that $5.000 or mom will 
be forthcoming from the federal 
government under the mental health 
act, $10,000, from private subscrip­ 
tions, $3,500 from fees paid In the 
clink, and the balance of $16,500 
from county tax funds. 
GREATER PROBLEMS 
“One half of ail the hospital beds 
in the United States are occupied 
by mental patients,” Mrs. Yarish 
stated, “which Indicates that the 
mental health problem is perhaps s 
greater (me than that of tubercu­ 
losis, cancer, and other more widely 
publicized illnesses." 
She pointed out that the financial 
pledges were needed not only to 
help finance the dink but to pre­ 
sent concrete evidence of commun-

Trouble started for him ifl World 
War I when he was a machinist’s 
mate in the Navy on the battle­ 
ship Arkansas. He was using a 
pneumatic hammer with an air hose 
connection when the line parted at 
a wiak spot under the high air 
pressure. The broken end of the hose 
whipped around and hit Cole on 
the hip causing a bad bruise. 


STAB TED WITH BRUISE 
Actually the bruise was not dis­ 
abling, but afterward, the condition 
of his h e a l t h has completely 
disabled him seve al times and doc­ 
tors attribute the cause to the 
bruise on the hip. He Mas a wheel 
chair which he has used intermit­ 
tently for many years. 
He did telephone work from his 
home in the recent Community 
Chest drive.

In any anlysis of the California voting pic­ 
ture, one of the most important factors is our 
tradition of independent voting. I don’t think 
the advocates of cross-filing can truly say that 
we will stop voting independently, or that we 
will have bosses and political machines if wa 
abolish cross-filing. 


Where there art bosses and political ma­ 
chines, there must be patronage to support the 
machine. 


We need hardly expect that sort of situation 
la California. We have had patronage drop to 
the vanishing point under the merit system. 


FOUR REASONS TO REPEAL CROSS-FILING 


The report of the section presents a number 
of arguments against cross-filing. The four most 
important, I think, are the serious weakening of 
the responsible two-party system, destruction of 
the direct primary, perpetuation of incumbents 
in office, and the fact that it keeps new blood 
out of oar political system. 


Even though many people dont like party 
polities, to run a democratic government of 
160,000,000 people you must have a two-party 
system. It is the only ssftem so far discovered 
whereby self-government may be perpetuated.

The single party system is characteristic of 
every modern dictatorship. You are familiar with 
the multi- party systems of Prance and Italy. 
The result is weakness and chaos and the 
terrible danger of less of self-government. 


Tim two-party system has weakness«», of 
course. But the voter has the opportunity of 
thrown* the rascals out when things get tough. 
That opportunity does not exist under a non­

Very recently we have seen a reform move­ 
ment. We have seen a revolt evidenced in states,

Yet some 
ninety-two percent of all incumbents who run 
for office are elected in the primary. These may 
be good men—but not that good.

We take « lot of pride in California's inde­ 
pendent voting. Probably the most independent 
voter of all is he who declines to state his party, 
but this man is now practically disenfranchised.

Need Toys And Other Playthings 


Junior may have tired of his 
cowboy togs now that the Space 
Cadets have his attention but don’t 
throw them away. Hundreds of 
mentally and physically handi­ 
capped children at the Sonoma 
State Home would be overjoyed to 
have those togs. 


“Cowboy costumes are what many 
of them have their hearts set on, 
but there is a desperate need for 
all types of recreational items,” re­ 
ported Mrs. John A. Geary, chair­ 
man of the Red Cross North Bay 
Co-ordinating Council. 
Mrs. Geary said that on a re­ 
cent visit to the State Home she 
saw a group of almost 50 youngsters 
playing with one toy. "It is un­ 
believably pathetic,’ sh e said, 
“especially since they would be con­ 
tent with so little m the way of 
playthings.”

There is a critical need for the 
large type toys like tricycles, bicy­ 
cles, wagons, wheelbarrows, and 
trucks and model airplanes, but any 
toy, no matter how small or simple, 
will be received with delight. 
Mrs. Geary urged all Marin 
County residents to look over their 
children’s toys and their own base­ 
ments and attics for objects that 
can be used for occupational ther­ 
apy at the state institution. 
Those used cans of enamel paint, 
scraps of leather, cigar boxes, odd­ 
ly shaped bottles, hair ribbons, dis­ 
carded wheels, and many other 
items that usually end up in the 
trash can, all can be put to good 
use.

Ballet Tips 
On Foot Care

Pamper your feet, if you want to 
ba foot-happy and carefree. Bal­ 
lerina«, whose foot and le* beauty 
1§ their main concern, spend a 
good part of the day exercising, 
massaging 
and 
prettying 
their 
feat. It pay» off In beauty divi­ 
dends not only at the feet but to 
the face as well. 
You cant look pretty if feet and 
lags art tired from overwork, be­ 
haves ballet danoer Paula Lloyd 
of the Ballet Theatre. Says she: 
“Faithful care is what a ballet 
dancer’s feet require. After all it 
is our business to keep our limbs 
up to par. After a day of class, 
rehearsal or performance a regu­ 
lar routine of foot care must be 
performed to keep up good foot­ 
work.** 
Him Lloyd thinks that any girl 
Who spends a good deal of tha 
day on her feet to any Job could 
take a leaf from the ballet dancer's 
notebook to help keep her limbs 
relaxed. 
After a session of dancing Miss 
Lloyd warms up her feet with 
aeries of little exercises. The main 
idea, she says, is to keep the 
muscles warm so that they do no , 
pool off too quickly after exercise 
fluid stiffen. She bathes her perspir­ 
ing feet in good quality witch hazel. 
Her foot exercises include rotat­ 
ing the foot from the ankle, mak­ 
ing little circles in the air. This 
helps relax legs and heel tendons. 
She spreads her toes apart to help 
prevent 
stiffness 
and 
soreness. 
These are good little exercises, she 
ttys, for girls who wear high heels 
a great deal. Toes are likely to be­ 
come cramped and tendons at the 
heels can shrink a little if high 
heels are worn constantly without 
foot massage. 
She massages her feet gently with 
her hands until they tingle, bathes 
them gently with witch hazel until 
they feel limber. 
; Her dance day is about 8 to ten 
hours—8 hours for performances, 
m hours, class, and 1H hours of 
rehearsal. After the performance 
she frequently goes ballroom danc­ 
ing for a few hours. 
When she is dancing for fun, 
y i— Lloyd prefers to wear high 
heels. She thinks the change gives 
bar feet a rest, just as low heels 
would rest feet which normally are 
shod to high heels. She thinks bal­ 
let shoes can be pretty tiring when 
worn all the time, so if she wears 
flats, she prefers shoes with, a little 
heeL 
The most relaxing treatment for 
abused feet is to lie down with 
the feci raised slightly higher than 
tha head, she says. Miss Lloyd 
usually does this after her exercise, 
massage and witch hazel treatment. 
Then she tries to nap for an hour 
before going on to another dance 
session. 
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DANCING FEET-Bailer- 
ina Paula Lloyd, of the 
Ballet Theatre, is on her 
feet about ten hours every 
working day.

As far as attitudes go, I think 
hen is healthy and harmless, and 
I think, as a pet owner, that it’s 
time soma one gave her a hearing 
Most of her friends are pet own­ 
ers. Myself, I’m a member of a 
family ruled over by a small black 
and white cat of uncertain and 
undistinguished lineage who con­ 
trols us with a paw of iron. X count 
the neighborhood quota of cats and 
dogs among my best friends. I find 
domesticated animals to be wonder­ 
ful companions, fun to be with and 
easy to live with.

*Fear is one of the most import­ 
ant emotions we have. Under nor­ 
mal conditions of living we can 
control our fears and make them 
work for us. In fact, a person with 
no fear at all would be abnormal 
and at a disadvantage. 
Phobias are a different story. A 
phobia is an abnormal fear that 
has no rational basis and is often 
more or less constant. Often the 
persdn with this type of fear ad­ 
mits there is really nothing to be 
afraid of, but cannot do anything 
about It 


MAT BE A HANDICAP 
A severe phobia can put n per­ 
son at * great disadvantage and 
take much pleasure from life. On 
the other hand, many p e o p l e 
have slight phobias of one sort or 
another, and they do not seem to 
be great handicaps. 
A good example of an abnormal 
fear is semi in the young child who 
has a dread of the doctor. This is 
known as nyctophobia, and usually 
passes as the child becomes older. 
Abnormal phobias which are very 
common in women are fear of lice 
and of animals. Some people with 
a fear of germs go around wiping

Many times these abnormal fears 
have a definite relationship to a 
mental conflict. Usually discussion 
with* a psychiatrist, or even talking 
out the matter with one’s personal 
physician, will uncover the cause 
of the conflict, and this may be 
enough to start the phobia on the 
way out. 
Many times financial, emotional, 
or sexual conflicts are the basis 
for phobias, and when the cause for 
the anxiety is discovered, the pho 
bia disappears.

The need for i change of administration in 
Washington ha* never been better expressed 
than by Adlai Stevenson's own party, at two 
different times when the Republican* were in 
and the Democrat* were out In 1884, when the 
Republican* had been in power for 24 year*, the 
Democratic platform in a declaration of fund­ 
amental principle»** that **will ever form the 
true basis of our liber ties'* «aid:
